ON CANADIAN: LOYALTY 


QUESTION NOW BEING DISCUSS. 
ED IN LONDON 


The Toronto Correspondent of the 
London Times Writes. Strong Let- 
ter About the Foreign Population 
of the Canadian West—London 
Paper is Boosting South America as 
a Field for Investments. 


London.—Liberal papers are pulling 
the leg of the Times. One paper criti- 
cises the latter's Toronto correspond- 
ent for saying: 5 .

SETTLERS FOR THE NORTH 


An Unprecedented Rush to the Gran- 
de Prairie District Is Antici- 
pated Next Spring 
Edmonton.—Within the next month 
or two Edmonton will witness what 
will be the first genuine stampede of 


settlers into the Grande Prairie 
country. 
Several large partics of settlers, 


some of whom are already in the city 
outfitting preparatory to an_ early 
start for the north in the spring, will 
take ‘up land in the Grande Prairie 


next summer and will go in_ for 
farming and ranching on a large! 
scale, 

Since the announcement that the 
/Dominion government has opened 
up over thirty townships of that 
stretch of the north for settlement 


within the past year, a continuous 
stream of prospective settlers have 
been pouring into the city, and more 
are preparing to come, chiefly from 
the northwestern states. Many of 
these are preparing to file upon 
homesteads the moment that the new 
land is opened up by the Dominion 


; government, 


The indications at present are that 
a single party of at least 200 settlers 
beund for the Grande Prairie will go 
north in the spring and early sum- 
mer from Edmonton -This will be 
the largest individual emigration for 
tha! country that has ever been ex- 
perienced. At present there are but 
few scattered families in the 
Grande Prairie, settled upon the 
small portion of land which was sur- 
eyed some years ago. 


Is Cause of Aurora 

Boston, Mass.—Neon, a newly-dis- 
covered gas, is the cause of Aurora 
Borealis, according to Dr. W. L, Dud-

GERMANY IS WILLING! 


ENGLAND AND GERMANY MAY 
HAVE AGREEMENT 


May Agree to Co-operate in Certain 
Colonial Matters, on the Question 
of the Near East, and to Exchange 
Information with Great Britain 
Respecting Future Naval Pro- 
grammes. 


London.—Notwithstanding the semi- 
official denials, the story of an im- 
pending entente between Germany and 
Great Britain persists. ‘ihe Standard, 
which is usually anti-German, gives 
prominence to a stutement from its 
Berlin correspondent in which he 
| says: 

“Gérmany is willing, for the pres- 
ent at any rate, to consider the pos- 
sibility of concluding a rapproathe- 
{ment with Great Brituin on a triple 
basis as follows: 

First, an agreement to co-operate in 
certain colonial matters, chiefly in 
Africa, where the British and  Ger- 
man dominions are adjacent to one! 
another. 

Second, an agreement regarding the 
futvve of the near cast from the Bos- 
phorus to the Persian gulf. 

Third, an agreement 
naval expansion. 

The correspondent says he has ex- 
cellent authority for his assertion.) 
He adds that the Emperor and Chan- 
cellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg are 
united in promoting the new policy, 
which Herr Bernburg, minister of the 
colonies, also strongly supports. 

However, according to this version, 
there will be no abandonment of any" 
part of Germany's naval programme, 
and the utmost limit of concession 
that Germany is likely to make on 
the naval question is to agree, after, 
every detail of her navy acts is ful- 
filled, to exchange information with 
Great Britain respecting future naval 
programmes.

At the intake on the Bow river above 
Gleichen, over 7,000 cubic yards of 
concrete have been built already in 
the great dam which is being con- 
structed, and 1,800 feet of embank- 
ment thirteen feet high has been 
raised and rip rapped with rock, 
yrouted in with cement. The big cut 
in. the fifth and sixth miles of the 
first division is two-thirds completed, 
representing the excavation of 600,000 
yards of earth. The balance of the 
work on this division, Comprised of 
the fifty mile stretch from the intake 
to Lake McGregor, is practically fin- 
ished. The dam ucross the north end 
of the lake has been built up to a 
height of about eight feet, which is 
ust one-sixth of the height to which 
t will be raised. Operations have al- 
ready been inaugurated on the second 
division of the work and at the outlet 
of the lake some 60,000 cubic yards of 
earth have been removed from the 
canal bed. The concrete in_the dam 
at the north end of Lake McGregor 
has been laid in layers two feet thick 
and thoroughly packed with a 20-ton 
roller, thus ensuing great solidity. 
When finished these two dams at the 
lake will, in addition, be faced with 


reinforced conerete and completed to| ¥' 


a height of ten feet above the high 
water mark of the reservoir, which 
has a capacity of 360,000 acre feet of 
water. Some 600 men and 350 teams, 
together with two steam shovels and 
five engines and trains, have been em- 
ployed all summer on these extensive 
operations by the McArthur company.

The case of a lawyer acting on both 
sides of an action is so rare as to be 
almost tinheard of in our courts. In 
rao, the Ae eee t men Feith “setae 
undertake the task in a} 8 80 
limited that they could be _possibl;

Dalton McCarthy, and #0 faithfully 
idid he carry out his difficult task that 
both sides were satisfied. 

The late Mr. McCarthy was a man 
so acute that when he had a brief, he 
grasped in advance the arguments of 
the other side, and by anticipatin, 
them, ‘was able to, win many a leg 
victory. A good many pats ago now, 
a noted lumbérman of the day, Mr. 
Alexander Fraser, sued Mr. Peter 
Ryan in connection with a timber 
transaction. There was absolutely no 
dispute between the parties as to the 
facts of the case; the only question 
involved was one of law. To save 
costs, the lawyers in the case, Mr. 
Dalton McCarthy, representing Mr. 
Fraser, and Mr. James Haverson, re- 
presenting Mr. Ryan, decided to aban- 
don the calling of evidence and sub- 
mit a stated case to the court. A day 
was set down for the hearing of the 
argument, and Mr. Haverson found 
that, owing to a prior engagement, it 
would be quite impossible to attend. 
jit was equally impossible to obtain 
a postponement unless the matter was 
left over until after vacation, and Mr. 
Haverson suggested that another 
counsel be obtained. Then Mr. Ryan 
had a happy thought. 

“Let ug ask Mr, McCarthy to pres- 
ent our case as well as his own,” said 
he. .“‘No one is more familiar with 
the facts in the matter than he, and 
another lawyer brought in at the last 
moment might mix matters up.

It is claimed that New Brunswick 
has more big game to the square mile 
of its territory than any other pro- 
vince of Canada. At least one-third 
of the province is good hunting 
ground and most easily reached, from 
the fuct that in New Brunswick as a 
whole there are more than sixteen 
hundred miles-of railway, or a mile 
of railway for each nineteen miles of 
area, Moose are found in at least 
twelve of the fourteen counties, and 
both moose and caribou in all but 
|two, Moose, caribou, or deer are 
found in every county, and some- 
times all three are in one neighbor- 
hood, The best moose grounds are 
in the Counties of Restigouche, Glou-

Then after His buptism Jobn pointed 
Him out as the Lamb of God who 
taketb away the sit: of the world and 
whom men are to follow, aud men 
hearing John followed Jesus. We are 
Not good witnesses uniess those who 
see nod bear us follow Jesus because 
of us. According to our lesson, Jobn 
at first refused to baptize Jesus, feel- 
ing his own unworthiness, but Jesus 
said, “Suffer it to be so vow, for thus 
{t becometh us to fulfill all righteous- 
ness" (verse 15). HKemembering the 
first recorded utterance of Jesus, “1 
must be about my Father's business” 
(Luke 11, 40), how suggestive is this 
second utterance, “Suffer it to be so 
now.” As believers in Him and 
therefore His representatives bere we 
should always be about His business, 
and in reference to all that He ap- 
points ns, however unnecessary and 
uncalled for many things may seem to 
us, we should remember His words, 
“Suffer it"to be so now.” Whatever 
God appoints is right and best, and 
we manifest His high righteousness by 
cheerful submission to all that is right 
in His sight. ‘hus we shall be ap- 
Proved of Him In some sense as Jesus 
was. When Jesus began thus publicly 
to identify Himself with sinners, for 
those whom John baptized confessed 
their sins (verse 6), but Jesus had no 
sins to confess, the beavens were open- 
ed and the Father testified to His de- 
light in His Son, and the Spirit came 
as a dove and abode upon Him. Thus 
we see tho Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit in this great event. It seems to 
me that this testimony from the Father 
covers all the previoun life at Nasz- 
areth, while the testimony at the 
transfiguration (xvii, 5) covers all His 
public life. He conid truly eay of 
Himself in relation to His Father, “1 
do always those things that please 
Him” (Jobn vill, 20. We can uever 
be satisfied with ourselves while we 
stay in these mortal bodies, but we 
can walk with God in fellowship if 
we ate always well pleased with His 
Son Jesus Christ.

STOAY OF THE COAL, 


Effort Was Made to Stop Its Use at 
One Time. 

When coal was first dug and burn- 

ed in England, we have no exact date 


to show, says Eden Hooper in Lon- 
don Answers. The early Roman ac- 


ticularly refer to this custom. But 4 
that coul was used by our ancestors | ¥ 
at least 700 years ago we know from | 


an existing state document, which 
sets forth that King John granted “to 
the honest men of Newcastle and to 
their heirs the right to dig coles in 
the neighboring Girth.” So it must 
have been regarded as a valuable right 
even in those days. 

It. would seem that coal found its 
way to London in some small quanti- 
ties at a period somewhat previous to 
the year 1228. In any case, another 
state document in existence, bearing 
the date of that year, refers to a per- 
son loaated in “Sacoles Lane, without 
Newgate,” as one “who makes g habit 
of burning a noxious fuel.” In 1273 
Sa-coles — sea-borne coal — was pro- 
claimed ‘‘prejudicial to human 
health,” and its burning was prohibit- 
ed. Staite documents further show 
that in 1306 the /gentry petitioned 
against its use, 

By an act of 1331, however, in the 
reign of Richard II., we find that coal 
was made a legal article of trade be- 
tween Newcastle and London. But 


the burning of coal for common pur- | 


poses did not make much headway 

until the reign of Charles I., 1625. 
We find, indeed, that so enlightened 

a lady as Queen Elizabeth was “great- 


ly grieved and annoyed with the taste | 


and smoake of secooles,”’ and she for- 
bade the burning of ‘‘stone-coole” dur- 
ing Sessions of Parliament, when she 
was herself in residence in London, 

Those were the days when the pun- 
ishment of hanging was accorded for 
the most trivial offence, and there is 
an authentic record showing that a 
man was thus punished in London 
for disregarding the prohibition 
against burning coal at certain times. 

Even as late as the seventeenth 


, century the opposition to the use of 


coal was so strong that numerous peti- 
tions were presented to Parliament to 
put down the evil. These petitions 
make very quaint reading, but lack of 
space forbids any extracts from them. 

As I have briefly shown, the word 
“coal” has passed through a number 
present spelling 
wus decided upon. Even now, ‘‘Sea- 
borne coal” is an expression in com- 
mon use, differentiating between rail 
and sea-carried coals. 

I have referred to a state document 
of 1228 which mentions ‘‘Sacoles 
Lane, without Newgate.” This lane-- 
now Secoal Lane—is still to be found, 
being a narrow byway off Farringdon 
strect, and abutting on the covered 


| duct which conveys the waters of the 


Fleet stream into the Thames.’ Four 
hundred yenrs ago—Henry VIIT.— 
this miserable stream was a navigable 
river far beyond where Holborn Via- 
duct now lies. Like all small tribu- 
taries, it gradually became dried up, 
and what is now left of it sheds itself 
through a narrow tunnel into the 
Thames at Blackfriors. However, in 
the past days it had its wharfside mar- 
kets and thoroughfares, and there is 
no doubt that S:coal Lane takes its 
name from an early traftic_in coal. 

Coal was first carried to London by 
rail in 1845, when a small quantity 
was so brought by the London and 
Birmingham Railway—now the Lon- 
don and Northwestern Railway. In 
1850 only some 40,000 tons came to 
London by rail against 3,600,000 by 
sea. But gradually, during the next 
fifty years, with the extension of the 
railway systems throughout the coun- 
try, the quantity carried came to ex- 
ceed that brought by sea. Today the 
16,000,000 tons annually consumed are 
about equally divided between rail 
and sea. The advent of rail-borne 
coal in London, altered the whole 
course of brsiness, and proved to be 
a great public boon.

ept other microbes away. All the 
sponges and dressings were sterilized.

Even the alms-houses and 
prisons make special provision that 
the day which celebrates the Saviour’s 
birth may, so far as possible, be a 
happy one, a joyous one, to all man- 
kind. The poorer of our citizens and 
the unfortunate of slender means are 
often kindly remembered by their 
more highly favored relatives and 
neighbors. Surely this is as it ought 
to Some may have been injured 
by receiving bounties, but few, if any, 
have ever n other than blessed in 
the giving of them. Herein we see 
corroborated the Saviour’s own words, 
“It is more blessed to give than to 
receive.”’ It is godlike to give. 

Our text tells us of God’s great Gift; 
and although it is evident that our 
Lord Jesus was born about October 
Ist, instead of December 25th, this 
makes no material difference, for it 
is the great fact that we commemor- 
ate, and not the: particular day of its 
occurrence. Let us consider to-day, 
the great gift of God’s love which the 
Apostle refers to as “the unspeakable 

ift’’ (II. Corinthians ix, 15). As we 
Ntaaees something of its length and 
breadth and height and depth, our 
amazement is the more, our joy in- 
c1%.8es, and we-have the more desire 
to be likewise generous, with all with 
whom we have to do, especially with 
all who are less fortunately situated 
than ourselves, either in temporal or 
spiritual matters. 

All men realize, to some extent at 
least, their imperfection—that all 
have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God. Men’s thoughts toward 
God seem to run along the lines of 
fear; unworthy of Divine favor, the 
fear Divine wrath. So it was with 
the shepherds as related in our con- 
text. hen the angel of the Lord 
appeared to them to announce Mes- 
siah's birth, they feared. For what 
purpose would an angel or messenger 
eéme to them, except to rerider some 
denunciation or to foretell some catas- 
trophe? It was, therefore, that’ the 
first words of the messenger were, 
“Fear not.” §8o in approaching man- 
kind in general with God’s message 
to sinners it is appropriate that we 
begin by saying, Fear not! The God 
we preach unto you is not. d demon 
seeking your injury and your torment. 

e is a God of Wisdom and Justice 
and Love with all Power to carry to 
successful conclusion his Wise, Just 
and Loving Program respecting our 
race, ‘‘which he purposed in himeelf 
from before the foundation of, the 
‘world’ (Ephesians i, 9, 4). 

Satan has used this human ten: 
dency of fear as a lash wherewith to 
drive man away from God, and from 
the Bible, his, Revelation; We are 
not, therefore, to accredit to our fore- 
fathers the viciousness of character 
which seems to. be implied in the 
creeds of the ‘dark ages” handed 
down to us; rather we are to credit 
those vicious misrepresentations of 
our Heavenly Father to the great 
“Father of Lies.’ He it is who in the 
dark of the past planted the seeds of 
what the Apostle terms “doctrines of 
devils” (I. Timothy iv, 1), We thank 
the Lord that gradually we are getting 
our eyes of understanding opéned to 
recognize the true character of God 
and Jesus Christ whom he hath sent, 
and who is his express image. 

Hark to the Lord’s message through 
the prophet Isaiah. Foreseeing our 
estrangement from himself and our 
enslavement by the Adversary, he 
tells us in so many words, Their fear 
toward me is not of me, but is taught 
by the precepts of men—as inspired 
by our adversary, the devil (Isaiah 
xxix, 13). 

Intending from the first not to aban- 
don his fallen human creatures to 
utter destruction, the Father. 
posed in himself, in advance, the 
great Plan of Salvation wow in 
progress. From before the foundation 
of the world he purposed that Jesus 
should be the Lamb of God to take 
away the sin of the world and even- 
tually to bring all the willing and 
obedient back to harmony with him- 
self, so that only the wilfully wicked 
would experience the wages of’ sin, 
death—“‘Second Death.” But God has 
a due time for every feature of hig 
great Plan. Four thousand years sped 

y before it became “due time” to 
send the Only Begotten Son into the 
world to redeem it, “In the fulness 
of time God sent forth his Son born of 
a woman” (Galatians iv, 4). ‘‘In due 
time Christ died for the ungodly” 
forty-one hundred and sixty years 
after sin had entered (Romans v, 6), 
At first we are amazed at such a de- 
lay. Nor can the matter be sutisfac- 
dprily. understood until we learn two 
things: 

~~ (1) That man's experience with sin 
and death is a part of the great lesson 
which God des gee all to have—learn- 
ing the exceeding sinfulness of sin. 
Later when the second

tc mankind—the de- 
sirableness and profitablenees of 
hteousness—the schooling as a 
whole, will be the more effective. 
*(2) We must also: learn that our 
dear friends and neighbors who go 
down into death are as if only aslenp, 
and have no consciousness in: either 
fey_or sorrow, w for the Millen- 
@ial morning—the Resurrection mora

ing. Their death would have been 
absolute, as in the case of the brute 
beast, had not God with his great love 
provided for their redemption and 
resurrection (Ecclesiastes v, 9; John 
xi, 11; iii, 13; Acts ii, 34). In view of 
this provision the whole world is said 
to sleep in Jesus—in the sense that 
their hope rests in the great work 
which Jesus accomplished when he 
gave himself a “‘ransom for all to be 
testified in due time” (I. bratty ii, 
3). There is a difference, therefore, 
hetween the world sleeping in Jesus 
and the Church who fell asleep in 
Christ. The Church is composed of 
chose begotten of the holy Spirit dur- 
ing this Gospel Age, who maintain 
tneir relationship to Christ, the meuu, 
is “members” in his Body, and whom 
God has promised, that as they share 
with Christ in his sacrificial death, 
they shall also share with him in his 
glorious resurrection to honor and 
immortality (Philippians ii, 8-11). 

The Scriptures make very plain the 
fact that while Jesus was born of a 
woman, this was not the beginning 
of his existence, for “He was with 
the Father before the world was.” 
He was the very “beginning of the 
Creation of God” (Revelation iii, 14). 
As St. John declares, ‘‘In the begin- 
ning was the Word (Logos) and the 
Logos was with The God and the 
Logos was a God. * * ® By him 
were all things made that were made 
and without him was not one thin 
made.” He was “made flesh an 
dwelt amongst us,” “he came unto 
his own and his own received him 
not, but to as many as received him, 
to them gave he privilege to become 
gons of God” (John i, 1-14). 

The Scriptures make clear to us 
that the Father did not compel the 
Son to be our Redeemer—on the con- 
trary, he invited him to do so, and set 
before him the great reward: 

(1) The privilege of proving his loy- 
alty to the Father (Hebrews x, 7; 
Psalm xl, 8). 

(2) The privilege of serving the fall- 
en race, as their Redeemer and Re- 
storer (Matthew xx, 28). 

(3) The honor of high exaltation to 
even greater dignities than he had 
before he left the Father—to honor, 
glory and immortality, far above 
tngels and principalities and powers 
and every name that is named. 8t. 
Paul, in referring to the matter, tells 
us that our Lord, “for the joy that 
was set before him, endured the cross, 
despising the shame’’—and now, in 
consequence, is set down on the right 
hand of the Father on high (Hebrews 
xii, 2) 

While the Saviour was the Christ- 
mas gift to us in one sense of the 
word, yet the gift was more from 
‘nother standpoint—although it was 
all contnined in that primary gift. 
ur Lord first, by obedience to the 
Divine Law, demonstrated his right 
to eternal life; and, at the same time, 
by his consecration to death, he laid 
flown the life he was privileged te 
have. Nor did he ever take it back 
He arose from the dead on the third 
day, perfected os a New Creature— 
ns a spirit-being (II. Corinthians iii, 
17). He did indeed appear to the 
apostles during the subsequent forty 
days, but not as before. Although, 
after his resurrection, he appeared in 
the: flesh, he was. not flesh. He had 
taken the body of flesh ‘‘for the suf- 
fering of death,” and not to keep 
eternally, When he_ had _ finished 
sacrificing it, the flesh had served 
his purpose. His high exaltation is 
on the oe plane, far above the 
angels. is appearances during the 
forty days-were very brief and few, 
after the manner in which angels 
had previously aessres in the flesh. 
They were for the purpose of con- 
vincing the disciples that he was no 
longer dead, and to convince them 
also that he was no longer limited to 
earthly powers, as before his death 
He was “put to death in the flesh, 
zat quickened in spirit” (I. Peter iii, 
18).

Notice how Go's gift expands, car- 
rying blessings with each change. 
The glorified Jesus, when he ascend- 
od up on high, had to his credit, so 
to speak, the human, earthly rights 
which he had sacrificed. Those rights 
were sufficient for the whole world. 
Because all had been condemned 
through one man, all could be justi 
fied, atoned for, by the sacrifice of 
one perfect man—‘“the man Christ 
Jesus, who gave himself a ransom fj! 
all” (I. Timothy di, 5, 6). 

But the ascended Saviour, although 
he came into the world to be the Sa- 
viour of the world, did not apply the 
merit of his sacrifice for the world, 
but, as the fenpuntes show, he ap- 
plied it for his Church and the entire 
household of faith. Unbelievers are 
not covered by that application of 
Christ's merit. In order to get under 
the merit of Christ now they must 
believé, renounce sin and make a 
consecration of themselves to walk in 
the Redeemer’s footsteps as living 
sacrifices. Under this provision the 
Gospel call hus been going forth for 
now eighteen centuries. The object 
of this, the Scriptures tell us, is to 
select primarily the Church of Christ, 
a “‘little flock,” ‘‘the- Bride, the 
Lamb's wife’’ and joint-heir with him 
in his Millennial Kingdom, which is 
to bless the world. 

Throughout this Gospel Age a faith- 
{ul “little flock”” hag gradually been 
gathered, Their test is their willing- 
ness to lay down their lives in the 
Lord's service—in the service of the 
Truth und in the service of the breth- 
ren, In doing this they are sacrificing 
with Jesus; as the Apostle suggests, 
‘I beseech you, therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye pre- 
sent your bodies a pie} sacrifice, 
holy and acceptable unto God, which 
is your reasonable service’ (Romans 
xii, 1). This sacrifice of Christ's 
“members” is counted in as part and 
purcel of the sacrifice of Christ. When 
this sacrificing shall be finished it will 
mean that the merit of Christ’s sacri- 
fice at Calvary appropriated to the 
Jhurch will have been laid down 
ugain—returned to the credit of the 
Redeemer. Then, at the conclusion 
of this Age, when the last ‘‘member 
of the Body” has suffered with him 
and been glorified, the great High 
Priest will apply the blood afresh— 
not again for his members and the 
household of faith, however, but for 
the world, as the type clearly shows. 

Glance backward now, and see the 
unfoldings of the Divine Plan: The 
Babe of Bethlehem; the Man of Sor- 
rows; the Risen Lord; the Ascended 
Hieh Prieat and Advocate; the ap- 
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propriation of his merit to the 
Church; the joy of forgiveness o/ 
sins and reconciliation to experi 
‘need by all believers; their instruc. 
tion in the School of Christ; thei 
testing and proving by trials and dif. 
ficulties; and finally, their glorifi- 
cation with their Lord in the Mil- 
lenial Kingdom. In turn, the _glor- 
ious Prophet, Priest, Mediator, An: 
Head and ‘‘members” complete, will 
institute the Millennial Kingdom 
reign of righteousness for the bless- 
ing of the world. Applying *his merit 
for the world and aaa f it also to 
seal the New Covenant, he opens up 
the way whereby all then living may 
become Fesoneiiaal to God—may be 
blessed with restitution to full per- 
fection of mind and morals and _phy- 
tique—and have back again the Para 
dise, lost by sin but redeemed at 
Calvary. 

The Saviour Maid Sac in harmony 
with the Divine Program, that no! 
merely the members of the race liv 
‘ng at the time of his Second Com 
ing and the establishment of hi- 
Kingdom shall be blessed by God's 
areat Christmas Gift, but additionul 
ly, every member of Adam’s race 
Hence the arrangement is, as th: 
Master tells us, ‘All that are in their 
graves shall hear the voice of the Sor 
“~’ man and come forth.” 

The ‘overcomers” of this tim of 
evi, having passed their triai, wi 
eome forth perfected in life — the 
Church on the Spirit plane, being the 
“first fruits.”” The remainder of man 
kind, unapproved of God, shall come 
fosth unto a resurrection of crisis— 
trial, judgment, testing. They wil! 
come forth that it may be testified to 
‘hem—in that, their due time — that 
Christ died for their sins and that 
redemption through his blood har 
been provided for them and for al! 
of Adam’s race. During that thousand 
years of trial they must either accep’ 
God’s grace and tesgperate in their 
advance to perfection ‘wr be destroy 
ed in the Second Death as unworthy 
of any further Divine favor and bless 
ing. 

Truly, dear friends, we are begin- 
ning to understand the message sent 
ns through the angel when our Sav- 
iour was born. The message is not, 
Fear greatly; I el hs bad tidings 
of eterntl torment and misery for all 
people. It is the very reverse of this 
namely, ‘Fear not; I bring you good 
tidings of great joy which shall b* 
unto all ople.”” The joy has not 
been to all people as yet. Even the 
knowledge of the Lard has reached 
only about one in ten of earth’s 
population thus far. And what did 
reach them was generally a very un- 
satisfactory, unreasonable message of 
damnation and great misery. As we 
have just seen, however, the great 
Plan of the Ages is rolling onward to- 
wards completion, and it progress at 
every stage makes for fresh blessings 
and fresh revelations of the glorious 
things which God purposed in him- 
self from before the foundation of 
the world. Truly the Scriptures say, 
As the heavens are higher than the 
earth, so are God's ways higher than 
man’s ways and his thoughts higher 
than man’s thoughts (Isaiah iv, 9). 

Thankful and faithful we should b». 
for the further knowledge of {Jod’s 
great Plan, which now is streaming 
forth from his Word for the blessing 
of all whose eyes of understanding 
and ears of faith are open. We are 
truly thankful that our friends and 
neighbors are not in everlasting tor. 
ture, but, on the contrary, waiting for 
the glorious Millennial morning and 
‘ts blood-bought opportunity of resti- 
tution (Act. iii, 18-21), We ore thank- 
ful, too, that in God’s providence we 
have been called to be “members” of 
the Body of Christ, to share in his 
jufferings and in his glorious reign 
and work of the future. It is possible 
for those who thus see the real value 
of Christmas Day to be a thousand 
fold more happy and more grateful 
to God than others could be. In turn 
they should seek to. distribute the 
blessing and to glorify our Father in 
heaven, who has called us out of 
darkness into his marvellous light.

His Last Wish Denied. 

A remarkable instance of the irony 
of fate is revealed in the latest legal 
news from Australia, observes The 
London Chronicle. The late Baron 


von Mueller, Government botanist of 
Victoria, made the study of the plants 
and flowers of Australia his life-work. 
He published forty books on the sub- 
ject, was made a German baron and 
a British knight, and was otherwise 
decorated by most of the sovereigns 
of Europe. He spent $100,000 in the 
interests of Australian botanical sci- 
ence, with the result that he died 
worth ont a few hundreds of pounds, 
By his will he ordered that this money 
should be devoted to SReBE operated 
of a memoir and the care of his grave, 
specifying the flowers he wished to 
have planted over his remains.

The Inventor of the Torpedo. 

An illustration of the curious man- 
ner in which accidents sometimes lead 
to fame and fortune is afforded by the 
career of Mr, Louis Brennan, whose 
mono-rail train, run on the gyroscope 
Principle, has created so much inter- 
est, In his young days Mr. Brennan 
emigrated to Australia and obtained 
a situation in a Melbourne store. 
While there a large consignment of 
clocks arrived from England, and 
were found to be badly damaged 
in transit. Mr. Brennan discovered 
his mechanical aptitude for the first 
time by setting them to rights. It 
was this small beginning that led to 
his invention of the Brennan torpedo, 


which he sold to the British Govern- 
ment for $600,000, 
The First Savings Bank. 

The one hundredth anniversary of 
the Ruthwell Savings Bank, the first 
bank to take small deposits and pay 
cumulative interest on them, is to be 
celebrated in Scotland in May, 1910. 

his bank had ita origin with one 
Henry Duncan, a Presbyterian minis- 
ter of Dumfriesshire, and a friend of 
Thomas Carlisle. His purpose was 
to induce the mass of the people of 
his time to realize the value of a lit- 
tle savings which could be put by 
from to time.

THE ALL-RED ROUTE. 


Line to Australia Will Be Assisted by 
the British Government. 


The British Government have decid- 
fed to grant $675,000 towards the cost 
.of constructing the railway necessary 
jto establish an All-Red route to Aus- 
\tralia, New Zealand, and Hong Kong. 
{The new railway will be from Colloo- 
ney, in the County of Sligo, Ireland, 
Ao Blacksod Bay, in the County of 
Mayo, on the west coast. 

By the construction of this railway 
London will be linked to Blacksod 
Bay by means of railway to the west 
of England, ferry steamers to the east 
cost of Ireland, and an unbroken rail- 
way across Ireland. The distance 
from London to Blacksod Bay — 661 
miles—will thus be covered in four- 
teen hours. The journey from Black- 
sod Bay to Halifax, N.8., will take 
three and a half days. 
| With this decision on the part of 
|the Government, the early opening of 
the All-Red route becomes almost as- 
sured, ‘ 

It is interesting to recall, in this 
connection, that when the Premiers 
of Oversea States were discussing the 
general project of an accelerated mail 
and passenger service at the recent 
conference at the Colonial Office, a 
special Parliamentary committee was 
receiving evidence, examining docu- 
ments, and studying the detailed 
plans and estimates for the proposed 
railway. 

The bill, for which the sanction of 
Parliament was sought, and out of 
which the protracted investigation of 
the committee arose, was known as 
the “Collooney, Ballina and Belmullet 
Railways and Pier Bill.” 

Resolutions were received by the 
Governnient from many public bodies 
ia the country and unanimous support 
was accorded the idea by all the Irish 
members, The Parliamentary com- 
mittee reported in its favor, and the 
proposed line of railway was sanc- 
tioned. 

The recognition of this line by the 
Canadian Government as part of the 
All-Red route scheme will be the sig- 
nal for the beginning of the railway. 

Once the route is open the approxi- 
mate time-table for the journey to 
New Zealand and Australia will be:— 

Leave London (say) Dec. 1, 7 p.m. 

Arrive Blacksod Dec. 2, 9 a.m., 
leave 10 p.m, 

Arrive Halifax Dec. 5, 6 to 9 p.m. 

Arrive Vancouver Dec. 9, 10 p.m.; 
leave midnight, 

Arrive Honolulu Dec. 15, 6 a.m.; 
leave noon. 

Arrive Luna Dec, 21, noon; leave 6 


p.m. 

Arrive Auckland Dec, 24, 7 a.m.; 
leave noon. 

Arrive Sydney Dec. 27, 6 a.m. 

This means a journey from London 
to New Zealand in twenty-two days 
eleven hours, and from London to 


Sydney in twenty-five days eleven 
hours.

George Bernard Shaw has taken up 
the cudgels for the suffragette martyrs 
to forcible feeding, Home Secretary 


Gladstone declared recently that the 
process is far from being torture. To 
this Mr. Shaw replies: 

“I will undertake to procure the 
co-operation of the Fabian Society in 
providing for a Gladstone banquet 
which Sardanapalus would have re- 
garded as an exceptional treat. The 
Tarest wines and delicacies shall be 
provided absolutely regardless of ex- 
pense, 

“The only condition that we shall 
make is that Mr. Gladstone shall par- 
take through his nose, and that a 
cinematographic machine shall be at 
work all the time registering for the 
public satisfaction the waterings of 
his mouth, the smackings of his lips 
and the other unmistakable symptoms 
of luxurious delight with which he 
will finally convince us all of the 
truth of his repeated assurances to 
us that the forcibly fed suffragist is 
enjoying an indulgence rather than 
suffering martyrdom.”

Still, as The Atlantic 
Monthly for December contains “The 
Worker in Sandalwood,” an exquisite 
Christmas prose idyl from her pen, 
it is not presumptuous to expect that 
the highest literary honors will fall to 
the lot of this worker in the realm of 
the ideal, 

Although her short stories, may be 
seen from time to time in the monthly 
magazines, it is as a poet that Miss 
Pickthall comes most surely into her 
own. Several years ago a song of the 
dawn, a_ veritable auroral paean, 
aroused the interest and curiosity of 
academic and university authorities. 
When it was discovered that the 
writer, Marjorie Pickthall, was hardly 
more tlfan a schoolgirl, the professors 
admitted their mild surprise and ex- 
pressed their belief in the genius 
which produced “Oh, Keep the World 
Forever at the Dawn!” 

“Genius” is a word neither to be 
lightly used nor tossed as a toy to 
this one or that who may write a bit 
of dainty verse, compose a popular 
song, or produce a novel with a pur- 
pose. This gift of the gods belongs 
to this young writer to a degree which 
is bringing recognition from those in 
the high places of critical authority. 
It has the inexplicable quality which 
distinguishes it from mere talent and 
which gives the reader the thrill of 
that which is beyond ability and 
which is not within the grasp of in- 
dustry. Such a lyric as “Jasper’s 
Song,” such an inspired prayer as 
“The Lamp of Poor Souls,” such a 
bit of Oriental magic as “The Bride- 
groom of Cana,” could come from but 


one source—the imaginative power 
which the best of fairies bestows up- 
on a few favored mortals. To admit . 
such a gift is not to plead exemption 
from toil. Miss Piekthall is hér own 
unsparing critic and has none of the 
easy Satisfaction of the writer who 
craves cheap triumphs only, That the 
reward she has already Loaen may 
prove but a foretaste of her artistic 
guerdon is the wish of all who have 
found her songs an increasing delight,
